REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1948 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  acquired  $200.00  from 
the  fund  set  aside  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  small  libraries  toward  a  particular 
project.  The  money  was  used  to  buy  books  for  readers 
from  the  Sixth  Grade  through  the  first  two  years  of  High 
School.  Selection  was  made  by  Miss  Catherine  Pratt,  As- 
sistant Librarian.  It  was  Miss  Pratt's  interest  in  this  Li- 
brary that  obtained  the  funds,  and  it  was  due  to  the  gen- 
erous appropriations  by  the  townspeople  yearly  and  the 
high  standards  maintained  by  Miss  Morgan  and  your 
Trustees  which  made  it  possible  for  her  to  do  so. 

We  wish  to  again  acknowledge  the  gift  and  thank 
Messrs.  Sidney  B.  Fitzgerald  and  Richard  T.  Rice  for  the 
beautiful  mounted  beaver  presented  to  the  Museum.  This 
animal  was  trapped  in  Rindge  and  is  an  unusually  fine 
specimen. 

In  addition,  Mrs.  Fannie  M.  Wilder  has  given  the 
Library  the  accoutrements  of  Captain  Donnelly,  her  an- 
cestor, who  served  in  the  Civil  War  and  was  well  known 
among  the  older  residents  of  Town. 

It  has  been  our  custom  during  the  past  few  years  to 
add  to  the  Library  one  or  more  non-fiction  books  of  gen- 
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eral  interest  and  lasting  value,  and  this  year  we  have 
chosen  "Fundamentals  of  Carpentry"  in  two  volumes,  to- 
gether with  "Use  of  the  Steel  Square."  These  are  valuable 
and  of  interest  both  for  the  home  and  professional  car- 
penter.

B.     ADMINISTRATIVE  POLICY 

The  past  year  has  brought  a  noteworthy  increase 
throughout  the  United  States  in  the  interest  taken  by 
parents  and  other  laymen  in  the  part  our  public  schools 
play  in  the  formation  of  the  pattern  of  our  society.  One 
evidence  of  the  interest  in  this  area  is  the  increased  activ- 
ity of  Parent-Teacher  Associations. 
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Each  district  in  this  supervisory  union,  except  Sharon 
which  has  no  school,  now  has  an  active  working  P.  T.  A. 
These  organizations  have  evidenced  high  interest  in  pupil 
welfare  by  the  exceedingly  effective  work  they  have  done 
in  supporting  their  major  project  this  year — the  school 
lunch  program. 

It  is  the  recognition  of  the  need  of  the  combined  ef- 
forts of  all — teachers,  school  boards,  parents  and  super- 
intendents— working  in  close  cooperation  that  has  made 
it  possible  to  accomplish  so  much.  The  welfare  of  boys  and 
girls  will  be  served  continuingly  better  as  we  gain  new  ex- 
perience in  cooperative  study  and  planning  toward  that 
high  goal.  There  is  much  to  be  done  but  real  accomplish- 
ment can  be  seen  when  there  is  a  concentration  of  effort 
upon  each  specific  problem.  The  development  of  our 
schools  as  the  foundation  of  our  society  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  each  and  every  one  of  us  as  a  member  of  that 
society. 

C.     ADMINISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION 

Judging  from  the  number  of  questions  asked  your 
superintendent  of  schools  regarding  the  administrative 
organization  of  this  supervisory  union,  it  seems  appro- 
priate to  devote  a  small  amount  of  space  in  this  report  to 
this  subject: 

This  union,  known  as  the  Peterborough — Jaffrey  Su- 
pervisory Union  No.  47,  is  one  of  the  48  of  which  the  state 
is  comprised  and  is  composed  of  six  school  districts:  Peter- 
borough, Jaffrey,  Dublin,  Hancock,  Rindge  and  Sharon. 
The  following  table  of  facts  should  be  of  interest:

No  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  oc- 
curred during  the  school  year  1947-48,  but  there  was  one 
resignation  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Mr.  Marion  A. 
Carter  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  in  the 
class  of  1948  was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Haley  as  principal, 
and  teacher  of  grades  7  and  8  at  the  Center.  As  this  report 
is  being  prepared,  Mr.  Carter  has  tendered  his  resignation 
to  take  effect  February  28,  1949.  One  member  has  been 
added  to  the  staff  for  the  current  school  year.  Robert  L. 
Filbin,  a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  is 
serving  as  supervisor  of  art  for  the  supervisory  union.. 

B.     PROGRAM  AND  METHODS 

Probably  the  most  important  change  in  the  instruc- 
tional program  during  the  past  year  was  the  introduction 
last  fall  of  an  organized  program  in  art.  Mr.  Filbin  is  now 
employed  as  supervisor  of  art  for  the  whole  supervisory 
union.  Part  of  his  time  he  devotes  to  direct  instruction  of 
pupils  and  part  of  his  time  is  put  into  assisting  teachers 
in  the  correlation  of  the  art  work  with  the  other  activities 
in  school.  The  pupils  are  receiving  the  new  opportunity 
with  high  enthusiasm.  Much  of  the  interest  is  due  to  Mr. 
Filbin 's  unusual  skill  in  stirring  each  pupil  to  see  in  his 
everyday  living  experiences  the  vital  part  art  plays.  This 
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improvement  in  the  school  program  has  given  Rindge 
boys  and  girls  significant  help  toward  attainment  of  a 
stable  emotional  life. 

The  program  of  instruction  correlating  the  basic  sub- 
jects of  reading,  social  studies,  science,  arithmetic  and 
health  adopted  two  years  ago,  and  further  extended  last 
year,  has  been  continued  this  year  up  through  all  grades. 
This  effort  has  resulted  in  a  marked  improvement  in  this 
phase  of  the  program  during  this  period.  The  fine  quality 
of  this  type  of  material  can  do  much  to  stimulate  the  in- 
terest and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  instructional  pro- 
gram, but  it  cannot  overcome  the  deficiencies  in  larger 
modern  instructional  equipment  such  as  phonographs, 
radio,  moving  pictures,  film  strip  projectors,  lantern  slide 
projectors,  modern  maps,  charts,  pictures,  globes,  suitable 
chalk  boards,  etc.  Recent  graduates  of  our  present  day 
teacher  training  courses  are  trained  in  the  use  of  modern 
equipment  and  a  lack  of  it  handicaps  them  as  well  as  the 
older  teachers  in  carrying  on  a  successful  educational  ex- 
perience for  the  youngsters. 


PART  III.  SCHOOL  PLANT 


It  is  exceedingly  regrettable  that  so  little  progress  can 
be  reported  in  the  improvement  of  the  school  plant  during 
the  past  year.  The  toilets  at  the  West  Rindge  School  were 
fixed  during  the  summer  according  to  action  taken  last 
March  and  the  playground  apparatus  authorized  at  that 
time  for  all  schools  has  been  on  order  for  several  months, 
but  has  not  yet  been  received.  The  damage  being  done  to 
the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Rindge  because  of  the  serious  deficiencies  in  lighting,  toi- 
let and  drinking  facilities,  proper  heating,  suitable  play 
space,  and  pupil  grouping,  is  truly  serious  and  can  never 
be  repaired.  Dollars  and  cents  cannot  measure  such  harm. 
Justice  to  the  children  now  in  school  demands  that  ways 
be  found  immediately  to  correct  these  deficiencies.

A.     REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Ola  H.  Myhaver,  R.  N. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  summary  of  the 
Health  activities  at  the  Rindge  Public  schools  from  Jan. 
1948  to  Jan.  1949. 

General  inspection  of  students  was  conducted  twice  a 
month. 

Heights  and  weights  of  students  were  recorded  three 
times  a  year. 

Hearing  tests  of  students  were  recorded  with  the 
Maico  Puri-Tone  audiometer.  This  test  is  a  great  improve- 
ment over  the  group  test. 

Vision  tests  of  students  were  recorded  with  the  Mass. 
vision  test.  This  test  was  used  for  the  first  time  this  year 
in  the  schools  and  seems  to  be  far  superior  to  other  tests 
used. 

During  the  spring  of  1948  inspection  was  made  of 
children  who  expected  to  enter  Grade  I  at  W.  Rindge 
school  in  Sept.  Parents  or  representatives  were  present. 
This  enabled  the  parents  of  children  entering  school  in 
Sept.  to  have  necessary  defects  corrected  before  that  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  activity  may  be  carried  on  at 
Center  and  East  Rindge  next  year. 

Inspection  by  the  nurse  has  been  followed  by  notices 
of  defects  of  children  being  sent  to  parents,  by  interviews 
and  by  home  visits. 

In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  regulating  communicable  diseases  exclusions  from 
school  have  been  made  for  chicken  pox  and  measles. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  Tuberculin 
Skin  test   (Patch)   to  be  administered  by  Mrs.  Mildred 
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Aiken,  R.  N.,  co-nurse  for  the  Tuberculosis  Ass'n.  and 
State  Board  of  Health  in  March  1949. 

Class  room  inspection  of  students  has  been  made  by 
the  teachers  each  morning.  At  W.  Rindge  pictures  teach- 
ing safety  have  been  exhibited.  Parents  contributed  money 
for  cocoa  to  be  served  by  the  teacher  at  the  noon  hour.. 
At  East  Rindge  apparatus  has  been  made  for  play.  Slides, 
jumping  standards,  ladder,  stilts,  chinning  bar,  etc.  Re- 
cess lunch  was  discontinued  except  for  underweight  chil- 
dren. Minor  accidents  have  been  cared  for  at  each  school. 

At  Centre  Rindge  the  Ivory  Patrol  Inspection  project 
was  used  in  grades  1-6.  Health  posters  were  made.  Acci- 
dent cases  that  could  not  be  cared  for  at  school  have  been 
taken  home  by  the  principal  so  that  they  could  be  cared 
for  by  their  own  physician  through  the  parents.

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  alter- 
ation in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  assessed  for 
the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  as 
determined  by  the  school  board  in  its  annual  report. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  accept  the 
site  for  the  Rindge  Memorial  School  and  playground  so 
generously  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Douglas  Sloane  or 
take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  accept 
the  pledges  for  money  or  money  that  has  been  received, 
or  pledges  or  money  that  may  be  received  in  future  for  the 
construction  of  the  Rindge  Memorial  School  Building  or 
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buildings    and    playground,    or    take    any    other    action 
relating  thereto, 

11.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  apply  to  the  Federal  Government  through 
the  proper  agency,  for  a  grant  of  $50,000  and  to  accept 
same  if  granted,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Rindge 
Memorial  School  Building  or  buildings,  the  School  Board 
to  accept  or  reject  restrictions  that  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Government,  as  it  may  deem  best  for  the  interests  of  the 
School  District.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and  woods 
fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite 
of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage 
and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratif yingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can  hope  to 
have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year, 
over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these 
man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for  many 
years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use  our  outdoors 
are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready 
for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is 
the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  it  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to  insure 

safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in  this  way  is  earnestly 

solicited.
